M U K D K R IR L Y N C H ED . 


A n E x cited M ob H a n g a M u rd erer in a 
P u b lic S treet. 
C in c in n a ti, December 21st.—A Green 
Castle, Ind., dispatch says : 
W illiam Mus- 
sell, the m urderer of Daniel Christman at 
Eaton, O., on the 7th instant, was arrested 
here and had adm itted his identity, but 
. denied the crime. H e is to be sent to Eaton 
to-day. 
ATTEMPT TO LYNCH HIM. 
E a to n (0.), December 21st.—Mussell ar­ 
rived here about noon, and created the 
wildest excitement. The officers got him 
quickly into a carriage and drove rapidly 
to the jail, but found there a crowd of 500 
m en yelling, ” Kill h im ! ” 
“ Shoot him ! ” 
etc. A rush was m ade for the prisoner, 
but the officers drew their revolvers and 
kept the mob back. A nother effort to get 
him was made after Mussell was placed in 
jail, but it failed for lack of organization. 
The crowd still liDgers about the jail. 
THE MURDERER LYNCHED. 


C in c in n a ti, December 21st.—The Com­ 
mercial-Gazette Eaton special says: The. 
lynching of W m. Mussell was fully deter­ 
mined upon, and all details arranged, this 
afternoon, at a m eeting held in this city, at 
which only trusted men were admitted, 
and which was made up of the heaviest 
taxpayers and best men of the place. Four 
of the best friends of the Sheriff were de­ 
tailed to peacefully call on him at the 
proper tim e and hold him prisoner. A r­ 
rangements were made for cold chisels, 
sledges and rope. Soon after 7 o’clock the 
Sheriff was captured and held a prisoner in 
the woodshed. Then the party with the 
tools started for the jail, followed by a 
hooting crowd. The jail doors were soon 
broken, and the leaders were quickly in 
Musseli’s cell. 
H eausw ered to his name, 
but when asked if he had killed Christ­ 
m an, he denied it. H e refused to say any­ 
thing further, but said ; 


“ IF YOU ARE GOINU TO HANG ME, BE QUICK 
ABOUT IT.” 
The men sent for some one to identify him, 
and, this being done, the rope was put on 
his neck and he was taken to the electric- 
light tower, in the principal part of the 
town, where he was again given an oppor­ 
tunity to confess. H e declared his inno­ 
cence, and asked that his body be buried 
and that his coat and letters be given to 
his wife. The leaders then gave the or­ 
der to 
“ PULL THE ROPE!” 
One end of which had been thrown over a 
beam of the tower, and was in the hands 
of several stalw art men. Just then a call 
for silence was made, and a hush fell over 
the crowd, iu expectation of a confession ; 
but Mussell again said that he was inno­ 
cent. 
*' P ull the ro p e !" was the order, 
and in an instant Mussell’s body was dang­ 
ling in the air. At this sight the crowd 
gave vent to its delight by hand-clapping 
and cheers. The body was left banging an 
hour, during which tim e hundreds of 
women and children gathered about to see 
it. It was then cut down and given to the 
undertaker. 
MUSSELL’S CRIME 
Was the killing of Daniel Christman, an 
aged and respected farmer, living near 
Eaton, and the attem pted killing of Mrs. 
Christman, on the night of December 7th. 
Mussell had been employed that day by 
Christman to do some work, and after 
going to bed at night he got up and went 
out. Christman, becoming anxious, went 
out after him . Mrs. Christman then saw 
Mussell strike her husband dead with an ax. 
He came to the house, and, beating her to 
insensibility, robbed the house of a few 
dollars, set the bed on tire and fled. Mrs. 
Christman recovered and pul out the tire, 
and is still living. 


o u t N A T IO N A L SF IT T E R S. 


C on gressm en W h o N ev er U se C n sp id ores, 
btit *»hoot R igh t u d<1 L eft. 
W a s h in g to n , December 21st.—O’Donnell 
Michigan, from the Committee on Ventila­ 
tion aud Acoustics, reported a resolution 
directing a daily cleaning of the ventilating 
pipes> leading to the hall ot the House. In 
its report the committee says : 
“ The great American habit of expecto­ 
rating is fully exemplified on the part of 
the members of this branch of the law­ 
m aking departm ent of the Government, 
and your committee reluctantly, m ourn­ 
fully, but tirmly, confesses its inability to 
devise means which will put an end to this 
reprehensible practice—a practice that low­ 
ers the dignity of this august assemblage, 
and imperils the health and well-being of 
the servants of the Republic. Attention is 
directed to the fact that there are in this 
cham ber 21G nickel-plated cuspidores, fur­ 
nished by the munificence of the nation, 
with the sole design of being employed for 
the purpose for which they are provided ; 
but, for some reason unknow n to your 
committee, they are ignored and the per­ 
forations in the brass ventilators are em­ 
ployed as receptacles of expectorations.” 
Buchanan of New Jersey said that not­ 
w ithstanding the language of the report, 
the question of cleansing the ventilating 
pifies was a very serious one to members 
seated in the center of the hall. 
The air 
they had to breath came up through open­ 
ings, and these openings are m inute by 
m inute defiled in the m anner spoken of in 
the report. 
The air would also be im- 
pfcved if the practice of smoking was dis­ 
continued. 
Gibson of W est V irginia criticised the 
committee for reflecting in its report upon 
the habits, m anners and decency of m em ­ 
bers of the House. 
He suggested that the 
resolution should be referred to the Com­ 
mittee on Civil Service Reform, which was 
engaged in cleansing all departments of the 
Government. 
The resolution was adopted.

T h e S tatesm an M ak es S om e S u g g estio n s 
o f a R elig io u s N a tu re. 
B o sto n , December 21st.—Jam es G. Blaine 
was the special guest of the Congregational 
Club at its annual m eeting to-day. 
Ife 
made the final speech, of which the follow­ 
ing is the substance: 
Opening w ith a 
reference to the deep impression the P uri­ 
tans and Pilgrim s had made upon civil 
and patriotic America, as well religious 
America, he pointed to the fact that not­ 
withstanding heresies and trouble, their 
descendants combined their forces in aid of 
the cause of liberty with tiie sects which 
prevailed in the neighboring States. 
F u r­ 
ther on he wished to ask the Presbyterians 
of Pennsylvania and the Congregation lists 
of New England why those two denom ina­ 
tions of Christians should stand apart now. 
There was no great difficulty between those 
bodies. 
Blaine thought that a pile of 
m anuscript between the preacher and con­ 
gregation served as a *" non-conductor.’ 
He wanted extempore speeches. H e would 
have an im itation of that highest of all 
spiritual influence when the Divine Master 
spoke on the M ount.

T rou b le

N a s h v ille , December 21st.—For some 
m onths past the First Colored Baptist 
Church of this city has been involved in a 
bitter quarrel, which arose prim arily from 
the calling of R. T. Huffman, of Louis­ 
ville to the pastorate. The intelligent part 
of the congregation opposed calling him, 
on account of his alleged bad character in 
Louisville, but were overruled, and Huff­ 
man came. 
H e was soon accused of im ­ 
proper conduct toward 
women of the 
church, and several laid their sham e at his 
door. 
He had an unaccountable influence 
over the ignorant portion of the congre­ 
gation, however, and managed to hold 
on. 
It was announced that be would 
preach on “ Rattlesnakes” on Sunday night, 
and as this was construed as personal 
to his enemies, 
a 
large 
congregation 
gathered armed for a row. He, however, 
postponed his sermon until to-night. The 
church to-night was packed with Huff­ 
man s armed adherents, and an angry mob 
surged outside the building. 
Huffm an, on 


the advice of friends, did not preach his 
rattlesnake sermon. As he left the church 
the mob surged toward him madly. 
He 
drew two pistols and fired both into the 
erowd, but no one in it is known to be in­ 
jured. The shots were returned, and Huff­ 
m an fled to the church. 
H e escaped 
through a back window, but the crowd, 
thinking lie is inside, are still there threat­ 
ening to burn the house to get at him . 


T h e R a ilro a d o f th e F u tu re. 
N ew York. 
December 
21st.—Senator 
Stanford may be looked upon as having 
practical views on interstate commerce. 
He said recently to a fellow-Senator: “ We 
could not build our road and pay interest 
on our long-haul freight. No road could. 
But after the short Jiaul business is secured 
all along the haul, the traffic we can get is 
clear profit. As time goes on we shall im- 
urove our tracks and rolling stock, so that 
long haul freight can be taken at even 
lower than the present rates. I have ordered 
1,000 30-ton treigbt cars. 
There was a 
time when ten tons made a load. Thirteen 
and fifteen tons are all that the m ajority of 
cars are now strong enough to carry. 
We 
have put down a great deal of 80-pound 
rails. Sixty' pounds to the yard was the 
heaviest known until very recently. You 
will hear in a year or two of 100-pound 
rails. Tiiis is steel, m ind you. 
We have 
engines with five drivers on the side, and 
when they are once started their expense 
is much less than the ordinary old engines 
required. 
W ith big engines, heavy steel 
track, stout cars and fewer men, the ex­ 
pense of hauling grain, stone, lumber and 
ore is very small. 
Rates m ust necessarily 
be lower on that class of stuff. 
It would 
eat it up now to m ake it pay short-haul 
rates, but all we can get out of it is clear 
gain.” 
M in ister M an n in g's C ase. 
W ashington, December 2lst.—The Presi­ 
dent is holding up the nom ination of M in­ 
ister M anning to Mexico until he learns 
whether objection will be made to his con­ 
firmation. 
Senator 
Gibson 
is 
quietly 
sounding Senators on this subject. Both 
Cleveland and Bayard have received infor­ 
m ation from trustw orthy sources regarding 
the new M inister’s conduct in the City of 
Mexico. 
If his nom ination is sent to’ the 
Senate for confirmation it will not be be­ 
cause the charges of intem perance were 
unfounded, but because they believe the 
M inister will not do so again. 
A n o th er D e m o c ra tic S tate. 
W ashington, December 21st.—It is said 
here that a conspiracy is on foot among 
leading Democrats looking to the admission 
of Utah as a State, with all its polygamous 
and illegal practices. There is but one ex­ 
planation of the omission on the Presi­ 
dent’s part to urge the passage of the 
Tucker-Edtuunds 
bill. 
The Democrats 
feel that the State of Utah would l>e a cer­ 
tain Democratic State, and that Cannon 
and Taylor, after having gone through the 
farce of abandoning polygamy, 
would 
m ake excellent Democratic Senators. The 
defeat of the Tucker-Edm unds bill would 
pave the way for this outrage and scheme. 


M ore V ault» N eed ed for S ilver. 
W ashington, December 21st.—A com­ 
munication from the Secretary of the 
Treasury was to-day laid before the House, 
in which he says that the capacity of the 
vaults already constructed fo’r the storage 
of silver dollars is now practically ex­ 
hausted. There is, therefore, he says, a 
necessity that provision be made for the 
storage of silver dollars at the earliest prac­ 
ticable day. Estim ates are transm itted of 
the cost of a storage vault of $100,000,000 
capacity, w ithin the courtyard of the Treas­ 
ury building. For a double steel-liued 
vault the estimates are $106,673, and for a 
simple vault w ithout steel lining they are 
$27,804. 
Im p o rta n t L eg isla tio n P roposed for C a li­ 
fo rn ia R iv ers. 
W ashington, December 21st. — Senator 
W illiam s introduced a bill in the Senate to­ 
day extending the jurisdiction of the Light­ 
house Board to the San Joaquin and Sac­ 
ram ento rivers. This bill is intended to 
facilitate the navigation of these streams, 
and if adopted will be a great benefit to the 
people living in the San Joaquin and Sac­ 
ram ento valleys, as well as the m erchants 
of San Francisco.

THE OUTRAGES IN 
SAN FRANCISCO 
AND WHAT MOST RESULT. 


The continued commission of outrages 
by the San Francisco street-car strikers and 
their vicious allies, aud for whose actions 
they will be held accountable by the peo­ 
ple, will presently bring the public senti­ 
ment up 
j a point of indignation where 
patience will cease to be a virtue. 
A ll attempts by menace, threat,or actual 
force to coerce the public into adopting and 
justifying the methods employed by the 
strikers, only basteas the stroke of the hour 
when the public sense of justice will fortify 
a counter movement. 
In the conflict to 
follow, and which all good men must de­ 
plore, there will lie no uncertainty as to 
the sufferers. 
They certainly will not l»e 
of law-abiding, peace-loving and right- 
respecting citizenship. 
The rights with which a republican 
form of government invests every man 
under its wardship must be maintained! 
and they will be, for it is inconceivable 
that the theory of our Government shall 
fail in practice. 
The “ inalienable right ” 
lias constitutional guarantees; but they 
are after all only the expressed recognition 
by the advanced thought of the world, of 
that which exists in nature for all freemen 
and independent of social warranty. 
The inalienable, that of which man can 
dispossess himself only by voluntary act— 
and not even then, when the question is 
viewed from the true stand-point—cannot 
suffer bv the trespass of another, without 
the assailant being visited by equal pun­ 
ishment. 
Ivet the workingmen keep it 
clearly in view, that the rights they assail 
are the chief guarantees for the mainten­ 
ance of their own. 
Conflict is not the 
outgrowth of well-ordered humanity, but 
peace is, and the basis for it and for free 
government is mutuality of interests and 
rights. 
When the strikers in San Francisco or 
elsewhere attempt to dictate to the railway 
companies 
whom 
they 
shall employ, 
and what 
shall 
lie 
the 
measure of 
their wages, they assail even the privilege 
tolerant society concedes to them to pro­ 
test. 
If the gripmen and conductors of 
the cable roads are to be excused in their 
attempts to force the managers of the lines 
to accede to their demands, by the same 
rule the managers would be justified in em­ 
ploying coercive measures to compel men 
to work for them; the very thought of 
which is abhorrent. 
The laws of the land reflect only the 
inalienable rights of men, even though 
imperfectly. 
Now to obey the law is 
an inalienable right, absolutely as lofty a 
prerogative as to make it, and as much a 
right as an obligation. 
For without laws 
there would be physical and moral disor­ 
der. He who abandons them submits him­ 
self to the rule of impulse and passion, 
precisely as the San Francisco strikers 
have done. 
The law condemns the acts of 
these men—and which were resumed on 
Sunday and Monday, resulting in injury to 
innocent citizens and insult to women and 
children—in tlieir attempt to boycott the 
companies whose employment they volun­ 
tarily abandoned. 
When, therefore, un­ 
der the protection of the law. which alone 
assures them the right to walk the- streets, 
they assail the barriers it sets up for the 
protection of life and property, they pro­ 
nounce for the destruction of the guaran­ 
tees under which they exercise any rights 
at all. 
“ Man is wholly man only in society,” 
said Lieber, aud so there can be no social 
order without his obedience to the law. If 
now the guarantee of the inalienable right 
of the people to “ run” their car lines as 
they please within the law. and to ride on 
what lines they please, should be much 
oftener assailed, the strikers must not be 
surprised if that they invoke is visited 
upon them in turn. The executors of the 
law in San Francisco have been slow to 
accord the railway lines their due meed of 
protection, while they have been still 
more tardy in checking the outrageous 
performances 
of 
the 
strikers. 
This 
state of affairs cannot long continue. The 
people arc aware that the burden of finan 
cial damage for disorder and lawlessness 
must ultimately fall upon (hem. 
W e can 
not conceive, therefore, that they will 
much longer endure the insults and out­ 
rages the strikers put upon them. The 
women and children of San Francisco 
must be permitted to ride the streets of 
the metropolis in safety, secure from the 
bufferings of mobs and such outrageous in­ 
sults as those of Sunday, when the strikers 
and the human dregs that have come to 
their assistance spat in the faces of the 
women, and terrified by menace and blow 
the passengers upon the street cars. 
If labor interests were true to their 


own ; if their representatives « tie not so 
much led 111x 101 by unwisdom and con­ 
trolled by demagogues and impracticables 
within labor lines, we might hope for the 
decadence and finally the cessation of 
these periodical attempts to destroy the 
earning capacity of the product of labor. 
At the bottom, away back of and below 
the ebullient elements that make conflicts, 
there are workingmen and skilled artisans 
who see clearly, think deeply and are not 
led astray by the noisy brawlers who seek 
to array interests against each other that 
can exist only by mutuality of purpose. 
These men know that the so-called “con­ 
flict” between capital and labor is more 
apparent than real; th at.in a land where 
every laboring man may become a capital­ 
ist and the employe his own employer; 
where there is no limit to the ambition of 
frugality and industry, there is no such 
thing as permanent hostility between the 
■capital and labor of the country, nor can 
there be without mutual injury—possibly 
mutual destruction. 
In the good sense 
ami conservatism of this class, combined 
with the patriotic, law-abiding and order- 
loving spirit of the people, resides the 
hope and the strength of our institutions, 
and out of such comes the sentiment that 
maintains the constitutional guarantees of 
the inalienable rights of free men. 


SENATOR STANFORD’S PLAN. 


The announcement of Senator Stanford’s 
intention to speak at length ujion his pro­ 
position for a practical system to encourage 
co-operation among working people, will 
be received as an earnest of something be­ 
ing accomplished in that direction. As he 
asserts, the right of association for lawful 
purposes, is a national right—let us add an 
inalienable 
right. 
Men do not exist 
merely for themselves, and few accomplish 
anything unaided, so the Senator holds that 
encouragement 
by 
law 
of 
mutuality 
and union of effort among working peo­ 
ple is one of the mo6t direct methods of 
attaining beneficial ends for them. 
For, 
as property is the product of labor, the 
union of the latter will by its production 
free it from subserviency to misdirected 
capital, and from the passion and prejudice 
and envy of the mob. 
AVe are told that 
demand and supply are interdependent, 
and therefore there is need to enforce by 
law 
policies of regulated 
production. 
W hile it is true, abstractly, that the supply 
is regulated by the demand, it is not true 
practically in all cases in the strict mean­ 
ing of the word regulate. 
AVe can con­ 
ceive of the demand creating such a supply 
as to bring about disastrous collapse when 
the former shall be satisfied. 
The supply 
in such cases is regulated, ’tis true, but 
rudely and harshly. 
But under co-op­ 
erative encouragement, workingmen in 
an industry will not be so much subjected 
to the speculative spirit that actuates indi­ 
vidual proprietors. Under co-operation it is 
more probable that production in manu­ 
factures would be kept within the lim it of 
demand, for the interests of the skilled 
working people being common they would 
naturally be led into a system of self-regu­ 
lating production. 
There would be be­ 
tween 
co-operators a 
more “ fraternal 
loyalty,” as Holland once put it, than be­ 
tween individual manufacturers is possible. 
The encouragement of co-operative effort, 
as Governor Stanford proposes, will have 
the effect to withdraw working people 
from within the influence of those leaders 
whose constant effort appears to be to array 
them against capital, with which thev 
have every reason to be in harmony. 
The 
law, as it is, protects co-operative effort 
under the corporation laws, but Governor 
Stanford rightly stands for distinctive and 
affirmative and helpful enactment that 
shall recognize the right of lawful associa­ 
tion of individuals, who have no other 
capital to pay in than human energy and 
human skill. 
Around such association he 
proposes to throw the protection of national 
statutes, and by such enactment encourage 
the formation Of labor-contributing asso­ 
ciations. 
All such efforts are in the direc­ 
tion of harmony; they unify mutual in­ 
terests ; they cultivate the love of order 
and the respect for law ; they set out the 
frugal and industrious and relegate to their 
proper level the idle and vicious. 
It is to 
be hoped that the Senator’s proposed meas­ 
ure will meet with the concurrence of pub­ 
lic sentiment essential to the vitality of 
any law. 
For it is unquestionably pro­ 
jected in the best interests of labor, and 
points out one of the very liest means to 
regulate production without interference 
with the rights of the citizen. 
It will be 
a powerful agency in sheathing that most 
dangerous weapon, 
“ the strike,” 
and 
which, with very rare exceptions, turns 
upon and wounds those who wield it. 


THE STATE MILITIA. 


AVe are prepared to admit that there is 
a very general unwillingness on th ep ait 
of citizens to do jury duty; and the fact 
gives a seeming of force to the response of 
the Courts that much of the complaint of 
miscarriage of justice is due to the shirk­ 
ing of duty by the very merittfrho most 
loudly denounce the methods of the law. 
But the Courts are ojien to blame for very 
much of the facility with which the es­ 
cape’from duty is effected. 
W e have now 
too many “ exemptions ” by statute and by 
Courts, or else there is a woeful lack of 
clear-headed and courageous men for jurors. 
There will lie fewer eases seDt hack, very 
much less of the reversal of verdicts, if 
there is a good deal more of rigor injected 
into the jury-selecting and retaining sys­ 
tem. 
There is just now a great deal of 
public condemnation of the delays of the 
law and the escape of criminals, against 
whom no appeal can be taken when they 
secure a verdict; and it is a demonstrable 
fact that among the most outspoken in 
condemnation of bad verdicts are to be 
found the citizens who are most successful 
in escaping jury duty. 
Taking the classes 
the law especially exempts, and the busy 
classes, who find in their vocations excuses 
for discharge from venire lists, and but a 
very meager showing remains of intelli­ 
gent, order-loving, courageous and reliable 
men. 
AA’e can hope for nothing better un­ 
til we accomplish some reform in the sys­ 
tem. 
Either that must come or greater 
evils than those now largely chargeable to 
evasion of duty, and especially in the 
great cities of the country, where the 
pressure upon the Courts to “ excuse ” is 
greatest, and where also the Courts must 
yield to the importunity.

T h e B ie u o la l R e p o r to ! A d ju tan t-G en eral 
C osby. 
Adjutant-General Cosby’s biennial report 
has just been issued from the office of the 
State Printer. He says: 
A large part of the rifles issued to the 
companies of the National Guard are not 
of the latest patterns, and have been in 
8ervice for a long time, are much worn and 
lacking in the necessary appurtenances, 
such as extra parts, etc. These will be su¡ - 
plied upon requisitions made upon the 
Chief of Ordnance, United Stales Army; 
but a large part of these rifles cannot be 
placed in first-class condition, and should 
be replaced by entirely new arms of the 
latest patterns. The cartridge boxes are of 
varied patterns, lack uniformity, and are 
not snch as at present are issued to the 
Uni'ed States Army. 
These should also 
be replaoed by new ones of last model. 
The greatest need of our National Guard 
is uniforms. 
Except in the case of a few 
companies these are old and shabby. 
Un­ 
less the United States makes some* appro­ 
priation they must be replaced by private 
purchase. 
Many most excellent and de­ 
sirable young men would join the service 
were they not deterred by the expense at­ 
tendant upon the purchase of uniforms. It 
is most earnestly hoped that the Legisla­ 
ture will act favorably upon the application 
of the National Guard Association for an 
especial appropriation to uniform the Na­ 
tional Guard of California. 
SUCH ACTION WILL INFUSE NEW LIFE 
And greatly increase enlistments. It seems 
but mere justice to those men that the 
State should relieve them from the ex­ 
pense of buying clothes only worn in its 
service. 
A continued refusal to supply 
this most pressing need of our National 
Guard shows a lack of appreciation of its 
services, and tends to seriously depress 
those already enrolled, and to discourage 
others from enlisting, and to crush out any 
military spirit they possess. The exhibit 
made in the circular sent to members of 
the Legislature by the National Guard 
Association of the State, taken in con­ 
nection with the reports of the Adjutant- 
Generals of the different States, shows 
clearly that 
the 
efficiency, spirit and 
strength of their volunteer niilitia is in the 
exact ratio of iheir generous recognition 
by those States. 
AVere these men armed, 
uniformed and equipped, at the expense of 
the State and General Government, as in 
common justice they ought to be, with the 
admirable 
material available at 
hand 
we would have 
an efficient 
body of 
citizen soldiery, who could be fully relied 
upon in any emergency, and of which 
every good citizen of the State would be 
justly proud. 
CONDITION OF THE N. G. C. 
During this administration the number 
of companies of the National Guard has 
been increased by the mustering in of ten 
companies of infantry, inclusive of two 
cadet companies provisionally attached to 
the Sixth and Seventh Infantry Battalions, 
also two cadet companies attached to the 
First and Fifth Infantry Regiments, re­ 
spectively being the maximum allowed by 
law. These with the general officers and 
their staffs, make the total strength of the 
National Guard of California, at the last 
annual muster, non-commissioned officers, 
musicians, and privates, thirty-two hundred 
and eight, and, in addition, sixty-nine offi­ 
cers on the retired list subject to military 
duty in certain improbable emergebcies. 
Its general condition as regards member­ 
ship, discipline, instruction, and attend­ 
ance is fair. 
The arms issued are breech- 
loading riffes, caliber 45. 
Those lately 
supplied to three companies are new and of 
the latest pattern ; the major portion of (lie 
other rifles, as before stated, are not in good 
condition. 
The uniforms also of these 
companies lately mustered in are new, but 
were paid for by the wearers ; this is also 
true of Companies A and B, located at 
Stockton. 
BECOMM EN DATIONS. 
A practically efficient brigade or regi­ 
mental organization can only be main­ 
tained at populous centers. In view, how­ 
ever of the rapid increase of cities outside 
of San Francisco, especially in Los An­ 
geles, which can maintain four instead of 
one, the number of companies should he 
increased. A distribution of ten additional 
comnanies in different parts of the State 
would enhance interest in militarv matters 
and dispel any sectional feeling of jealousy 
that may exist. That this number of com­ 
panies could readily be added is evidenced 
by the fact that there are now on file at 
these headquarters a n umber of petitions, 
signed by the best citizens of their respect­ 
ive localities, asking to be mustered into 
the service, and if they could be admitted 
would be valuable additions to the strength 
and personnel of our National Guard. 
The future of the volunteer militia looks 
bright, and there is every reason to hope 
tha; in recognition of its usefulness, ma­ 
teria! financial aid will be given, and its 
condition greatly improved.

C on gress to A djourn O ver th e H o lid a y s— 
Y esterd ay's B u sin ess. 
I By Telegraph to the Recop.d-Vmon. | 
W ash in g to n , December 21st.—In 
the 
Senate to-day Morgan offered a resolution 
calling on the l ’resident for the correspond­ 
ence with the Government of Nicaragua 
relating to the Nicaraguan Ship Canal. or 
treaty on that subject, which was pending 
in the Senate on the 4th of March, 1885. 
Adopted. 
A resolution for the holiday recess from 
to morrow (the 22d of December) to Janu­ 
ary 4th was presented and agreed to. 
Cullum called up the conference report 
on the interstate commerce bill. He said 
he did so for the purpose of giving the 
Senator from Iowa (Wilson) the opportu­ 
nity of making some remarks upon the 
bill, after which, in accordance with the 
suggestions of many Senators on both 
sides as to the impracticability of action on 
it before the holidays, he should let the bill 
go over until after the holidays. 
AA’ilson took the floor and spoke at length 
in support of the bill, saying that its pas­ 
sage was demanded by the best interests of 
the country. 
Among the papers laid before the Sena e 
to-day were communications from the Su­ 
pervising Architect of the Treasury as to 
the necessity of additional vaults for the 
storage of silver. 
Also a communication 
from the Assistant Secretary of the Inte­ 
rior, Mr. Muldrow, with the report of the 
Government Directors of the Union Pacific 
Railroad Company, and asking attention 
to the suggestions entered therein concern­ 
ing legislation affecting that company. 
Among the petitions presented was one 
signed by a party of ministers of the Ne­ 
braska Conference, in favor of the Chinese 
indemnity bill. 
HOUSE. 
A Y ashington, December 21st.—Morrison 
of Illinois, from the Committee on AVays 
and Means, reported back the concurrent 
resolution for holding a recess from Decem­ 
ber 22d to January 4th. Agreed to—ayes 
132, noes 25. 
On motion of Buchanan of New Jersey, 
the Senate amendment to the bill for the 
relief of the survivors of the Arctic explor­ 
ing steamer Jeannette was concurred in. 
Dingley 
of Maine, presented remon­ 
strances of the Boards of Trade of Pensa­ 
cola. Fla., and Portland, Or., against the 
free ship bill to place coastwise vessels on 
the same basis as to pilotage as coastwise 
steam vessels. 
Referred. 
The Committee on Indian Affairs re­ 
ported the Indian appropriation bill and it 
was referred to the Committee of the 
AA’hole. 
The House went into Committee of the 
AA’hole (Cox in the chair) on the army ap­ 
propriation bill. There was no general de­ 
bate, and the bill was immediately read by 
paragraphs for amenuments. 
" 
On motion of Briggs of AYisconsin. an 
amendment was adopted providing that 
where any officer, traveling on duty, travels 
on any railroad on which the United States 
troops are entitled to be transported free of 
charge, he shall be allowed only four cents 
a mile as a subsistence fund. The bill was 
then passed. 
Townshend of Illinois, from the Com­ 
mittee on Appropriations, rc-ported the in­ 
valid pension appropriation bill. Referred 
to the Committee of the AA'hole. 
The Senate amendments to the urgent 
deficiency bill were concurred in, and the 
House adjourned.

T h e W in e B u sin ess. 
Jacob Schram, who returned home a 
short time ago, has much to say about wine 
and wine-making at the East, and fully 
corroborates the statements in the news­ 
papers about the crooked ways of wine­ 
makers and dealers there. In Missouri he 
found a man who was making annually 
150,000 gallons of wine from the grapes of 
a small vineyard ; and became acquainted 
.with men in Ohio who live in palaces #nd 
‘‘roll in wealth” acquired by the worst 
“slush” ever sold under the name of wine. 
Their methods he became fully acquainted 
with, and his description of wine-making 
along the Ohio river is amusing to those 
wlio know how good, pure wine is made in 
California. 
The slush manufactured in 
Ohio is sold to New Yorkers at very low 
figures. It never goes through a thorough 
course of fermentation as do Califo nia 
wines, and will keep only a short time. 
He visited many of the wholesale wine 
and liquor houses in St. Louis, New York, 
Boston, etc., and found very little pure Cal­ 
ifornia wine, and what they had was almost 
invariably of the inferior grades. At liquor 
stores, real California wine in bottles could 
not be had, if asked for. It was there, and 
not the best quality, but was invariably 
under a foreign label’. 
In a very large ma­ 
jority of cases the beverage sold as foreign 
comes from California, and gives perfect 
satisfaction to purchasers, who pay high 
prices 
for 
it. 
Mr. 
Schram 
remon­ 
strated with a few of the liquor men 
who bottle California wine under toreign 
labels, and wished to know why they would 
not sell the beverage under its’ proper 
name. Their reply was invariably sim­ 
ilar to this : “ AVe can’t afford it. Com­ 
petition 
compels us to sell California 
wines under foreign labels. 
AA’e mast 
have the profit that is secured in this 
nianner.” The beverage sold as California 
wine is the “ slush” from Ohio and else­ 
where. 
Mr. Schram’s report is, in the 
main, 
discouraging. 
He 
says 
that 
the wine made in California is only a very 
small portion of the amount that is 
manufactured 
in 
the 
United 
States, 
and that the consumption of this beverage 
at the East is far greater than he previously 
had any idea of. and far beyond the quan­ 
tity one would suppose 
from any re­ 
ports and statistics published iu news­ 
papers. 
Large 
quantities of the Ohio 
and Missouri article are sold in 
New 
A’ork without any report about it in print. 
California wiDe nowhere receives due at­ 
tention. only for the purpose of bottling 
and selling as above stated.—Calittogian.

AT THE FRONT. 


L etter fro m th e A d v a n ce S tation o n th e 
C aliforn ia a u d O regon R a ilro a d . 
S issons (Shasta county), Dec. 20, 1880. 
Eds. Record-Union : Finding myself at 
the foot of Mount Shasta, and noticing that 
your journal has a large circulation in that 
vicinity, it came to my mind, as an old 
journalist, that in conseqgence of the pro­ 
gressiveness going on around some items 
of news would 
be profitable 
to your 
readers. 
In the first place, the “ iron horse” is at 
just a convenient’ distance so as not to dis­ 
turb the slumbers of the tourist who visits 
this delightful region, so well known to 
those who have so often enjoyed its pleas­ 
ure, but a walk of one mile across the 
meadows leads one 
into 
a circle of 
business activity. 
The railroad track 
is there, aud depot, round-liouse, turn­ 
table, etc., are in 
course of erection, 
the water-tank is completed, and stock cor­ 
rals for the receipt of cattle for shipment 
are in progress. On the town site, each 
side of the track, laid out by Mr. Sisson," I 
found a well-stocked store, kept by the 
Doney Bros., who appeared well satisfied 
with the situation, and, by the maDy cus­ 
tomers who appeared within the store the 
hour I was there, I should think they 
ought to be. 
Next to them was the Mount 
Shasta Saloon, kept by Harry Hill, in 
which 
everything 
appeared clean and 
orderly; next came the residence and 
workshop ot Messrs. Cochran & Carlton, 
contractors and builders, who have al­ 
ready sufficient orders to last the winter. 
John Ney has also put up a building, and 
four other buildings are also in progress, 
but I have forgotten to inquire for what 
purpose. The officials still dwell in tents, 
but will very soon bave dwellings erected 
for them. 
But why should Sisson’s be such an 
advantageous business point? some of 
your readers may inquire. 
I will answer 
that question by stating facts. In the first 
piace, this, by natural causes, must be the 
shipping point for southeastern Oregon, 
Modoc and Lassen counties, and the Fall 
River section of Shasta county. Already 
Dr. Moocrs has had hauled here five loads 
of sugar pine lumber at an expense of $12 
per thousand, whereas it would have cost 
$30 per thousand to have conveyed the 
same to Redding. He has more on the 
road, and one load of merchandise started 
for Modoc county last week. So the peo­ 
ple of that section already realize the ad­ 
vantage of a level road on which they have 
to pay no toll, the only raise that is of 
any account being Squaw Hill, which is to 
at once graded. 
The road runs from Fall River to the 
New York ranch, thence to Bartle's, on the 
McCloud river; 
thence through Squaw 
valley to Sisson’s, and is fifty miles in 
length—being thirty-five miles in its favor 
against the old route. Susanville could 
also get her mail fifteen hours sooner by 
this route, and a petition is in circulation 
to accomplish that purpose. So, taking all 
things into consideration, Sisson’s may be 
reasonably expected to become an im­ 
portant business point. 
It is also the center of a vast region of 
yellow sugar-pine and fir timber, and its 
excellent climate, so well appreciated by 
summer tourists, needs no comment. A l­ 
ready some Red Bluff citizens are nego­ 
tiating for five acres of land on which to 
build summer residences. 
The construction party have somewhat 
damaged the drainage of the town site, but 
the operating party, in conjunction with 
Mr. Sisson, will have everything perfectby 
the spring, when,by the terms of theagreé- 
ment, the coiffpam- will build a fine hotel 
at the station.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


W a n te d —A H orse In firm ary . 
Now and again one reads th at some 
kindly-disposed person intends to start an 
infirm ary for aged horses, {hat they m ay 
be cared for when too infirm to work, but 
somehow there is rarely anything done but 
talk about it, and declare th at “ it would be 
a good thing.” 
And m eanwhile what be­ 
comes of such anim als? More of them end 
their days in the service of Chinamen than 
any other. John a3 a general thing is not 
m uch of a horseman, and a young, spirited 
horse he concludes dangerous. 
Conse­ 
quently, when he cpnsiders that he m ust 
h “ve one, he is ready to purchase some 
aged and decrepit beast, too debilitated to 
ever run away or even kick, and the poor 
anim al drags out the rem ainder of his ex­ 
istence between the shafts of a crazy old 
wagon, usually hauling a load sufficient for 
two to worry along with. John gets him 
cheap, but, nevertheless, insists that, as he 
is a horse, he m ust do a horse’s work, and 
pounds him 
on 
the 
back 
w ith 
the 
bough of a tree by way of encourage­ 
m ent. 
There are horses now in use 
by Chinam en in the vicinity of Sacramento 
that at one tim e cut a lively figure on the 
track or as gentlem en's roadsters, but no 
one would recognize the old-time favorites 
in the half-starved wretches now in such 
degrading servitude. 
But the horge3 w ith­ 
out doubt recognize their form er friends, 
and it m ust alm ost break their hearts to be 
passed in contem pt by them , or to be seen 
so disgraced. Yesterday afternoon a China­ 
m an started from I street for Yolo wifti his 
wagon loaded down w ith potatoes to such 
an extent th at the horse hitched to it— 
who seemed to be about 50 years old and 
so feeble th at it exhausted him to draw his 
breath—could not haul it, though whipped 
and yelled to by his owner m ost vigor­ 
ously. 
A crown soon collected, and in 
their am usem ent over the C hinam an’s 
frantic efforts, forgot to sym pathize with 
the equine victim. They were still further 
am used when the Celestial prevailed upon 
a friend who was passing w ith a load of 
hay to get directly in front of the incom­ 
petent horse, evidently hoping that, though 
he could not be driven, he m ight follow the 
hay, in the hope of getting a m outhful. 
The old fellow was too far gone, however, 
to m ake the ingenious device a success, 
though he was so poor th at his ribs re­ 
sembled a washboard. 
The Chinaman 
then fastened him by a rope to the rear of 
the hay wagon, that the team of the latter 
m ight pull him along, but just then officer 
F arrell arrived, and, seeing that the brute’s 
head was in danger of beiDg separated 
from his body, stopped the proceedings, 
m aking the Celestial release him from fur­ 
ther duty.

GETTYSBURG. 


• e c tu r e by M ajor-G eneral H ow ard An 
A udience W ell E n te rtain ed . 
Major-General O. O. H ow ard lectured 
before the California Museum Association 
last night, his subject being “ Gettysburg. 
There was a thoroughly representative au­ 
dience present. The stage was quite hid­ 
den by two large m aps or charts used to 
illustrate the lecture. The one-armed hero 
received* a warm greeting, and held the 
large audience for two hours and over, dur­ 
ing which time not one person retired. He 
Spoke in an easy, yet effective m anner, 
such as one adopts in narrating events w ith 
w hich he 
is 
fam iliar 
and in which 
lie has had profound and tragic interest. 
H e began his recital by outlining the po­ 
sition 
of 
the 
Union 
and 
Con­ 
federate forces in the sum m er of I 860, 
w ith Lee across the Rappahannock, his 
grand arm v reorganized after Chanceliors- 
ville, and the Arm y of the Potomac re­ 
duced to less than 90,000 effective men. He 
sketched the strange conflict of the news of 
the tim e concerning Lee’s rumored inva­ 
sion of the North, and how finally the re- 
connoissance under Rleasanton brought on 
the Brandy Station engagement and devel­ 
oped the truth, by the capture of Lee s dis­ 
patches, that the invasion of the North was 
on foot. 
General H ooker was not per­ 
m itted to cross the river and fall upon 
H ill’s 
corps, 
because 
Mr. 
Lincoln 
rightly hold it necessary to vigilantly 
protect 
W ashington, 
tor 
the 
lo3S 
of which 
the 
capture 
of 
Richtr.oud 
could not compensate. After the cavalry 
fight by I’leasantOD, Ewell, witn Jackson's 
old corps, m et and defeated Milroy at W in­ 
chester, June 14th, and moved on to H ar­ 
per’s Ferry. Everything south and west of 
the Potomac was then controlled by Ewell. 
Meantime H ill left Fredericksburg and fol­ 
lowed Ewell, while Longstreet took a posi­ 
tion 
nearer 
W ashington, 
covered 
by 
Stuart's cavalry. H ooker moved his arm y 
from Falm outh to Centerville, covering his 
left flank w ith Pleasanton’s cavalry, which 
came in contact with Stuart at Aldie, 
where a fierce engagement occurred June 
17th, resulting in the repulse of the Con­ 
federate cavalry. As Lee proceeded north­ 
ward H ooker gained ground toward Ed­ 
wards’ Ferry, where he intended to cross if 
L?e did likewise. Ewell crossed June 21st 
and 22d, near Sharpsburg. On the 24th and 
25th Longstreet and H ill did the same. 
The instant it was known that more than 
one corps was passing into Pennsylvania, 
Hooker"effected his crossing June 27th, and 
marched northward with an extended line. 
A force under General French was at 
M aryland Heights. General Hooker asked 
Halíeck for the 
comm and of it, and 
being 
refused, 
asked 
to 
be relieved 
Accordingly General 
George Meade re­ 
lieved him of the command June 28th. 
Meanwhile Stuart, who had 
somewhat 
mistaken Lee’s order, crossed at Seneca, 
captured a wagon train and m any prison­ 
ers and m ade a raid, completely encircling 
H ooker’s armv. 
Stuart 
tried to 
join 
Ewell at Carlisle, but was too late. 
As 
soon as Ewell reached Chambersburg he 
sent his troops north and east,brushing the 
m ilitia before them . Jubal Early passed 
Em m ettsburg and Gettysburg on to York, 
and caused the destruction of the bridge 
over the Susquehanna at W rightsville. Ed. 
Johnson and Rhodes marched their divis­ 
ion to Carlisle and came in sight of H arris­ 
burg. 
The m om ent th at Lee discovered the near 
approach of the A rm y of the Potom ac he 
drew in his forces, concentrating at Cash- 
town. ju st west of Gettysburg. 
General Meade had moved his .arm y 
northw ard, and having been given French's 
command, the very thing Hooker had 
been refused, brought that back to Fred­ 
erick for support, and pressed his left for­ 
ward, so th at while his right rested on 
Manchester, on June 30th, his left was al­ 
ready in the vicinity of Gettysburg, stretch­ 
ing out his comm and fot at least thirty-five 
miles. The lett three corps, consisting of 
the First, Third and Eleventh, under Gen­ 
eral J. F. Reynolds, w ith Buford’s cavalry 
in advance, on the evening of the 30th of 
June was stationed as follows : Buford at 
G ettysburg; First, at Marsh Run ; Second, 
under Howard, at Em m ettgburg; Third, 
under Sickels, between Em m ettsburg and 
Taneytow n. In the vicinity was Meade, 
with the Second, Twelfth and Fifth Corps, 
while the Sixth was near Manchester. 
This was the position of the U nion arm y 
when the first day’s battle begun. 
General Howard gave a sketch of his own 
movements from Em m ettsburg on July 
1st, when, accomoanied by his brother, he 
came on the field at 10:30 A. M., in advance 
of his command. 
In searching for a point 
of observation he visited Cemetery Hill, 
and at once decided it to be a most advan­ 
tageous point, and resolved, if the command 
should devolve upon him, to take and hold 
the position. The command did, by Rey­ 
nold's death in the first clash of arms, fall 
upon him , and he then acted upon his 
judgm ent concerning Cemetery Hill. 
He 
then described the 
battle of the first 
day, replying to those who criticise him 
for not retiring before disaster came, that 
to have done so would have been to trans­ 
fer Seminary Ridge to Cemetery H ill, and 
thus lose all. All he was striving for was 
to hold the enemy in check until the arruy 
could come up, and that was done. He 
gave his hearers a vivid idea of the terrible 
loss of life on the first day. Meade and 
his arm y came up in the night, and he 
placed the troop?, with the left taking in 
Little Round Top and the Peach Orchard, 
and with the right coverufg the ground 
from Zeigler's Grove, past the cemetery 
and Culp’s H ill to McAllister’s Mill. Lee 
enveloped Meade's position, with Long­ 
street opposite Meade's left, and Ewell op­ 
posite his right and A. P. Hill in the cen­ 
ter. Thus the second day's battle was be­ 
gun, and Sickels, who held the Peach 
Orchard, was finally driven back, and all 
the ground was taken by the enemy in 
front of Little Round Top. Then came the 
terrible night battle opposite Ewell, which 
resulted in the enemy’s holding a part 
of Meade's 
barricades 
between Culp’s 
H ill and McAllister's m ill. The first con­ 
test on the third day began at 5:30 A. m., 
when Slocum with the Twelfth Corps and 
batteries, with some other help, regained 
the lost barricades. 
Then followed the 
charge of the Confederates under Pickett in 
the afternoon, also another effort on Lee’s 
part to secure the Little Round Top. This 
was the most famous epoch in the great 
battle. 
About 100,000 men on each side 
were engaged in the battle, which turned 
the tide of the civil war and brought victory 
to the Union arms. The Union army had 
370 and the Confederate 287 guns. The 
loss on the Union side was 23.180, while 
the Confederate loss was about 29,000. 
At the close of the lecture, from which 
we have om itted the details, anecdotal 
recitals and most of the opinions and judg­ 
ments expressed, General Howard told the 
touching story of his parting at Gettysburg 
with his dearest companions in arms—an 
affecting story and well told.

D eparture* o f th e F irs t C arload o f C itrus 
F 'ruits for th e F ast. 
The first carload of citrus fruits for the 
Chicago exhibition left for the East last 
evening, attached to the passenger train. It 
was well packed, w ith a view to resist the 
cold weather along the route. Just as soon 
as the cars pass over the Sum m it, and the 
lim its of the State of California, it enters a 
clim ate cold and 
disagreeable, and no 
better is found during the entire route. 
W hile we are enjoying the glorious sun­ 
shine, our citrus fruits are ripening in our 
orchards, flowers of every variety and hue 
are blooming in our gardens, the people 
east of the Sierras, and north of the Gulf 
States, are shivering with cold, their trees 
stripped of their 
foliage, and covered 
in the snow, stand out against the sky in 
the cold night air like great white spooks, 
and the few dollars saved by the laborer 
during the short m onths he is able to work, 
goes up his chim ney in smoke, for.it takes 
his sum m er earnings to provide coal to 
keep his family from freezing in winter. 
As for flowers, they have none. 
No green 
thing is to be seen, unless it is the man 
who could im m igrate to California, but 
would not. H is children read of Califor­ 
nia’s winterk-ss skies; of her never-ending 
spring ; of her fruits ripening every day in 
the year on the hillsides and in the valleys, 
which, to them , are as interesting as the 
veriest stories of fairy land. 
As the car palled" out of the depot last 
evening, an enthusiastic Californian- ex­ 
claimed : “ There goes a quarter of a m ill­ 
ion of oranges, and each orange will be 
the means o.f bringing one im m igrant to 
this section. 
W ho would not change ten 
acres of the best land in Illinois, covered 
w ith sleet, snow and ice for m any m onths 
each year, for an acre of oranges in Califor­ 
nia that is an ever-living green, and bears 
its burden of golden spheres at a season of 
the year when two-thirds of the Union is 
claimed by winter, who covers it deep with 
the ‘ beautiful ? ’ ” 
A carload of ferns, red berries, etc., that 
grow wild in profusion on the hillsides and 
in the glens in Placer county, together 
with several thousand oranges, will come 
down from Newcastle to-day, and part of 
it will go forward by the Eastern express 
to-night. 
The car that started last evening for Chi­ 
cago had placards on both sides, the entire 
length, bearing 
the following: 
“ Citrus 
F ruits from Northern and Central Califor­ 
nia for the Citrus F air in Chicago.” 
At a m eetingof residents of Yolo county, 
held at W oodland on Monday, R. B. Blow­ 
ers was chosen to go to Chicago and repre­ 
sent Yolo’s interests at theCalifornia citrus 
display, and will leave for that city in a 
few days. 
A committee was appointed to 
solicit funds for the expenses of the work 
proposed to be done. 
Rev. J. A. Bonfield, 
J. I. McConnell and F. M. Brown were ap­ 
pointed to prepare a short history of Yolo 
county, to be issued as a supplement to one 
or both of the W oodland papers, and for­ 
ward the same to Chicago for distribution. 
An issue of 25,000 copies was authorized. 
A committee was appointed tosolicit fruits, 
grain, nuts, and any other products of the 
county for exhibition. All articles for ship­

The victim 
was Maurice Nugent, and the m urderer is 
know n as Thomas Baily, w ith the alias of 
Joseph H anrafan. 
At about 2 o’clock Nu­ 
gent was in John Powers’ saloon, 711 How­ 
ard street, drinking with Edward Powers, 
the barkeeper, a brother of the proprietor, 
and several others, when Baily entered with 
another m an. 
lie was immediately or­ 
dered out by die barkeeper. H e demanded 
to know why he should go out, and apply­ 
ing vile epithets to the barkeeper and all 
others in the room, dared them to come 
outside. Powers was behind the bar and 
hurled a sm all beer glass at Baily, at the 
same time staiting to come from behind the 
counter to eject him, as he stood with his 
hand on his hip pocket. Nugent took a 
whisky bottle from the bar and started out. 
He had hardly got outside the door when a 
shot was fired, and he staggered back into 
thesaloon, and, crying out that he was shot, 
fell to the floor and expired almost in­ 
stantly. The barkeeper, with the help of 
several others who were present, carried 
the body to an inner room, while some c¡pe 
else blew a police whistle. 
The general belief is that Baily mistook 
Nugent for Powers. 
SHOT IN THE SIDE. 
Policeman Landm an, who was at that 
tim e on the corner of Mission and Third 
streets, responded to the sum m ons and ran 
to the scene ot the m urder. On the side­ 
walk he p ic k e i up the glass thrown by 
Powers. The bottle which Nugent held in 
his hand broke w hen he fell to the floor. 
Sergeant Tobin and policeman H am ilton 
soon after arrived on the scene and exam ­ 
ined the body. F or some tim e no wound 
could be found, but on lifting the dead 
m an’s arm a bullet hole was discovered 
under it in the left side. H ardly any. blood 
issued from the wound. The bullet is sup­ 
posed to have pierced the heart. 
The m urderer is well-known to the po­ 
lice, having been in custody m any times. 
His first offense was committed when he 
was hut 13 years old. 
In April, 1880, he 
was committed to the Industrial School for 
petty larceny, and in January. 1881, he was 
again sent to the same institution for a re­ 
petition of the offense. Since that tim e he 
has committed m any offenses against the 
law, the worst being on the 3d oi last 
March, when in company w ith Charles 
Prince, H ugh McMillan and Godfrey H aw ­ 
ley he waylaid an old lady—Mrs. Jane 
Lane—on Frederick street, near First, and 
outraged her. 
* 
AN OLD GRUDGE. 
A t police headquarters the cause as­ 
signed for the shooting is as follows : Some 
tim e ago while Eddie Powers was an em­ 
ploye of the Tax Collector’s office, Baily 
originated a scheme by which he would 
collect taxes and appropriate the proceeds. 
He represented that Powers was witli him. 
W hen Powers discovered this he exposed 
the plot, and Baily has ever since been at­ 
tem pting to gei him into a row. 
It is sup­ 
posed that this was his plan last niglit, and 
that when Nugent caine to the door he 
fired, thinking it was the barkeeper. 


THE INNOCENT VICTIM. 
The victim was 30 years old, tall and 
slight, dark hair and a red mustache. 
He 
is a candym aker by trade, but of late has 
been peddling fruit about the streets. He 
has but one arm , having lost the other by 
a railroad accident which occurred on the 
train leaving San Jose. 
He leaves a wife 
and one child, who reside at that place. 
W ord has been sent to all the outside sta­ 
tions to look out for IJaily, and the detect­ 
ives are looking for him . 
As he is so well 
known it is thought that he cannot escape. 
The usual crowd of curious people gath 
ered about the remains, .which lay in a 
casket, a bandage about the eyes, in the 
first floor of the Morgue. The autopsy 
will be held this afternoon, and the inquest 
is set for to-morrow.
